Bait shop owner hooked 
for illegal sale of tobacco

James E: Koziot, 56, of Antioch, 
and owner of the Grass Lake Bait 
Store, was cited with four counts of 
selling tobacco products (cigarettes) 
to minors' and one count of selling 
tobacco products without a license. 
All tobacco products were seized 
from the store. 

"These are misdemeanor 
charges, but we take them serious- 
ly," said Sgt. Gary Govekar of the 
Lake County Sheriffs Department. 
"We will continue to do spot checks 
of this business and other business- 
es." 

Govekar said the charges came 
when surveillance was set up after a 
number of complaints came into the 
sheriffs department from parents. 
On Jan. 30, detectives stopped three 
separate teen-filled vehicles within 
one hour after they drove away from 
the shop. In all three incidents, the' 



drivers were under the age of 18 
years old and admitted to buying 
cigarettes in the shop from "Jim." 

"It's not like he had a grocery 
store," said Govekar. "The teens 
would go in and come back out a 
couple of minutes later and leave. 
They weren't earning bait pails." 

Following the third stop, detec- 
tives entered the store and spoke to 
Koziol. He reportedly denied selling 
cigarettes to the minors, but did tell 
detectives that neither the state nor 
the count)' had issued him licenses 
to sell tobacco.products. 

"It's likely that he'll have to pay 
S1.000 fine foreach count, but I don't 
know exactly what the court allows" 
for," said Govekar. "He can still be 
issued licenses to sell tobacco after he , 
pays the fine. It's like when we catch 
liquor stores selling to minors; they 
don't lose their licenses forever."

Defense attorney.Edward Edens 
argued that Schubat and Serio con- 
spired to kill Neubauer because of a 
custody dispute. Prosecution wit- 
nesses refuted the claim. 

The sole defense 
witness/Sandra Morton, 
of Lake Villa, was under- 
going cross-examina- 
tion by Strickland to 
determine how well she 
knew Neubnuer. When 
asked of she knew his 
profession, she said he 
was selling drugs for a 
while. 

Strickland immedi- 
ately objected because 
Circuit judge James Booms banned 
any references to Neubauer's 
alleged drug use during the trial, 
saying, that no proof . had been 
offered to substantiate such a claim.

Need streamlining 

for building 

in county 

Addressing a Chamber of Commerce audience, Lake 
County Administrator Barn' Burton pinpointed a long- 
standing problem encountered by both commercial 
builders and citizens seeking building permits: difficulty 
dealing with the county's zoning, planning and permit processes. 

With rare candor, Burton said the process is slowing economic 
development. Burton's observation comes as a red flag, especially 
during stressful economic times when government and public offi- 
cials are under extreme pressure to "clear away the road blocks." 

Rightly or wrongly, the Lake County apparatus for planning, 
building and development has the reputation of being hard to deal 
with. The system has jurisdiction in all unincorporated territory. 
By contrast/most of the municipalities in the county have their 
own systems for handling planning, building and zoning matters. 
Essentially, there are "two different worlds" when it comes to 
building and zoning in Lake County.. 

Starting his second year as the county's chief administrator. 
Burton's observation comes as a wake up call to elected officials to 
gel Lake County's act together. Burton wants the system to work 
better/and faster. In his talk to the business group, the administra- 
tor offered the experiences of Lake Forest Hospital Vice President 
lim Killian. Involved in building an urgent care facility on Route 
120 near Grayslake, Killian said .the village permitting process 
involved four months whereas the countv process took two vears. 

With this kind of timetable, it's no wonder builders and devel- 
opers shy away from doing business in unincorporated areas. 
There's just too much hassle. 

In fairness, in recent years the county has approached build- 
ing and developing with a mentality for slowing and controlling. 
The conflict of philosophies is apparent when comparing many 
villages where there still is a "go go" frame of mind on the part of 
village trustees despite all the problems associated with rapid 
urbanization, clogged highways and over-crowded schools being 
the most obvious. 

Streamlining the county process would serve as a counter bal- 
ance to the villages. A more "user friendly" attitude on the part of 
the county would both benefit economic development and 
enhance orderly growth.

Cuts hurt 
innocent students 



I am not privy to all the facts but I can speak for what I 
work with. I teach an algebra class, four geometry classes, and 
1 have a lunch activity period. In those six classes I have an 
average of 26.7 students with a range of 23-32 students. With a 
failed referendum there will be a freeze on any new hiring and 
our increased enrollment for next year wilt have to be 
absorbed by the existing staff causing an increase at the 
O'Plaine campus of about four students per class. That would 
put my class average at 30.7 with class sizes ranging from 27- 
30 students. Those class sizes are too big. 

And what about the following year? Without a referendum 
are we going to have to absorb another four students per 
class? Look around you, The building isn't going to stop. We 
are going to get larger and larger. We already have more stu- 
dents at the O'Plaine campus limn we had in the entire school 



just nine years ago. I have seen first hand what budget prob- 
lems can do to a school. 

In 1982 1 was teaching at North Chicago High School and 
was called in to the principal's office and told that my teach- 
ing position was being eliminated because they didn't have 
enough money to pay me the next year. Good programs were 
eliminated there and have never returned. 

What programs do you want to eliminate from Warren? 
Do you want to lose the music, art or foreign language pro- 
grams? Or how about extra-curricular activities? They won't be 
eliminated next year but they will be curtailed. What Will hap- 
pen to your son or daughter's favorite teacher? Will we contin- 
ue losing good teachers to other schools? 

In addition to being a math teacher. I am also the head 
boy's track coach. I have been told that part of the cutbacks 
will be the elimination of one of my assistant coaches posi- 
tions. We are just beginning practice and currently have 05 
people on the roster. When all the winter sports are finished 
we will have about 1 15-120 people on the team. We don't- 
cut people. Each person on the team can participate in 
every dual and triangular meet. Next year we would proba- 
bly have to make cuts because it wouid be a safety issue 
with supervising that hiaiiy people.

Highland Park 
and Lake Forest health care representatives) 
as pint of the panel. 

Among the major issues considered were 
inadequate reimbursement for Medicare and 
Medicaid patients, inadequate staffing due to 
a nursing shortage and dimbing'numbers of 
uninsured and underinsured patients in Lake 
County. 

Harrington made his case for the need to 
establish a service base in a more affluent part 
of the count)-, where patients would be able to 
help cover the costs of health care in 
U'aukegan. •

Based oil the- public demand, Vista 
reassessed its position, and,, according to 
Harrington, will heconttuuingaiu) expanding the 
in-patient seixices for children and adolescents.- 
All questions tire not necesstuily satisfied, 
however. 

"We are not sure if we will have all the 
components (of mental health services) in," 
Harrington said. 

Louis Atsaves, representing State Sen. 
Adeline Geo-k'aris (R-Zion), said Geo-k'aris 
was still examining financial records and 
other information provided by Vista to deter- 
mine her position. 

"One of the issuesshe is trying to explore 
is the viability of closing one hospital and 
retrofitting another, and opening a new hos- 
pital.'' he snid. He noted the competitive 
atmosphere, as well. "All the hospitals are 
making plans to move into Western Lake 
county, he remarked. 

Although the panel agreed that consolida- 
tion is necessary, there remained a question 
as to .whether Victory Memorial Hospital was 
the best site for that consolidation, given inad- 
equate parking and a land-locked location 
that would limit future expansion. 

The panel plans to broaden its discussion 
beyond the issue of Vista's future in 
Waukegan. Its next meeting will be held on 
Feb. 24, at Cardinal Health in McGaw Park.

Tax money still out there 

Time is running put for thousands of 
Illinois taxpayers who may be due refunds but 
have not filed 1999 federal income tax returns. 

According to Internal Revenue Service 
estimates, unclaimed refunds totaling more 
than $130 million are waiting for about 78,000 
Illinoisans who did not file a 1999 federal 
income tax return. Nationwide, an estimated 
$2.5 billion is waiting for 1.9 million people. 

"In cases where a return was not filed, the 
law provides most taxpayers with a three-year 



window of opportunity for claiming a refund. 
For 1999 returns, the window closes oh April 
15, 2003," said Sue Hales, IRS spokesperson 
for northern .Illinois. "Money that is not 
refunded within three years generally 
hecomes the property of the U.S. Treasury. '' 

Hales, said returns must be properly 
addressed, postmarked, and mailed by that 
date. There is no penalty assessed by the IRS 
for a late return that qualifies for a refund. 

Osmond helps advance senior 
protection 

Legislation advancing in the Illinois 
House would help ensure criminals who prey 
upon seniors would no longer escape justice 
simply because their victim was physically 
unable to travel 'to the courthouse to testify. 
State Rep. joAnn D. Osmond (R-Antioch) this 
week helped guide this crucial senior protec- 
tion legislation through the House Judicial- 
Civil Li w committee. 

" Because of medical treatment or physical 
frailly, it can sometimes be difficult for seniors 
who have been financially exploited to testi* 
fy — particularly if they have. specific doctors 
orders or other treatment constraints that pre- 
vent them from leaving their home. 
Unfortunately, there have been instances 
where cases against criminals who' target 
seniors have had to be dropped solely because 
the victim was physically unable to make the 
trip to the Courthouse. That shouldn't- hap-' 
pen," said Osmond. 

The legislation Osmond is backing, House 
Bill 53, would allow older Illinoisans who are 
victims of financial exploitation, abuse or 
neglect to testify by deposition taken at their 
homes rather than in a courtroom. The mea- 
sure won unanimous approval in committee 
this week and has advanced to the floor for 
consideration by the full House. 

This is a very important step toward pro- 
tecting our greatest generation, Osmond said. 
"I'm very pleased by the support It received 
from every member of the Judicial-Civil Law 
committee, I hope it will receive the same sup- 
port from all of my colleagues when it comes 
before the full House."

I don't see any direct benefit," 
said Trustee Steve McAvoy. 

"I don't have any objection to the tax itself, 
but I would like to see a plan for where the 
money goes," said Trustee John Tolomei. 

Trustees suggested some clauses be added 
to ask the county to spread any improvements 
to the Lake Zurich area roads. 

It was mentioned that if used locally, the 
sales .tax increase would bring an additional $1 
million. 

Further discussion of the resolution is 
expected to take place Feb. 17 at the village 
board, business meeting.

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columns. Could my son have had these 
kinds of problems and would that show 
up as always asking for help from me? If 
so, what can I do now? I feel horribly 
guilty and want to sec my son succeed. 
Please help. D.ll. 

I Ii D.I I., ; 

I will give you my thoughts on (his but first 
I want you lo know two things. First, without 
seeing you and your sou in person, telling you 
exactly what to do would not he appropriate in a 
column. Second, I know you Fee! guilty and I* . 
have met many other parents who fuel the same 
way. I want you to read this column with the 
understanding that you did the best you could 
and did what you thought was right. So, don't 
spend your time worrying about guilt. Just make 
it right now! Also you are not alone! Many, many 
parents do the very tiling you describe out of 
love and concern for their child. 

Regarding your first question: If you have 
been doing your son's homework for him Tor a 
long time, more than likely, it may have had 
an effect on his ability to handle new things 
and new difficulty levels. Kidsdo learn to han- 
dle the harder work by doing the material 
before it. Let me give you a comparison. We 
have a puppy that has gotten a cut on her paw 
' on a few of our recent walks. Siie didn't step 
on anything. It just got sore from walking. 
Well, being the caring and overprotective per- 
son that I am, I wanted to rub some vitamin E 
oil on her footpad to make it better. Prior lo 
doing that, 1 made sure to call our vet to be 
sure it was the right thing to do because I was- 
n't quite sure. The vet told me that it was not a 
good idea and that those cuts would scab over 
and make her feet tougher. Of course, she 
wanted me to clean the wound etc. If 1 would 
have done what felt good to me and her at the 
time, I would have made her feet weaker for ■ 
the future. The loughening-up is the key lo 
, success! The calluses make us strong! The 
same is true of your child's academic experi- 
ences. The more chance he has to work on the 
hard stuff and get it right because he did mo 
work, the less the fear will be in facing new. 
challenges and the more he will feel capable of 
handling more. 

Another important thing for you and other 
people to know is this: most of the kids that I 
see in my program seem lo come in at the 
transition times. What 1 mean by this is kids 
who have just gotten into real school work for 
the first time (first grade), the beginning of jr. 
high, the beginning of high school or the 
beginning of college. As you might already 
know, each time a child makes the transition 
to a new level of school, the difficulty goes up 
and the "spoon feeding" goes down. By the 
time kids reach jr. high, die spoon goes in the 
drawer permanently and the kids are asked to 
do things very independently . If a child has 
had cognitive processing difficulties all along 
that have been masked by help from parents 
and teachers, it becomes quite apparent and 
painful for the child when the independence 
requirement increases. This is why these tran- 
sitions can be so lough! 

. Regarding whether your child has cogni- 
tive processing problems or not, I wouid have 
to do a screening on him to determine thai for 
sure, but I will tell you what I have seen hap- 
pen with other people who have experienced 
what you have reported. Many kids that I have 
seen, started with some cognitive deficits 
which made them ask Tor help from parents, 
teachers, etc. Once they made the connection 
that asking for help meant hardly having to do 
any work, they began to ask for more help 
until one day, parents, teachers, etc. are sup- 
porting their entire workload. So, it can slart 
out being cognitive deficits and end up both 
cognitive and behavioral because the behavior 
worked to make the child feel less uncomfort- 
able and has become a habit now. Think 
about it. Ifyou felt scared about taking some- 
thing on and someone else came along who 
would do it for you, wouldn't you go back for 
moreY Most of us would. As I said before, I 
think the key for you will not he in blaming 
yourself or looking back. I ihink your key is lo 
get him screened, find out if he does have any 
cognitive processing problems and then start 
him on a very specific, structured, (raining 
program to Irani him how to lake on the work 
on his own, without fear.

Venues for adult singles to meet each 
other have become more creative as tradition- 
al methods become less viable. The demands 
of longer work weeks and the social isolation 
of the suburbs make it increasingly difficult 
for those past the age of schoolgirl crushes to 
find 'significant others.' 

At the same time, both men and women . 
in search of love have become more proactive, ■ 
no longer sitting with folded hands waiting for 
■ Mr. or Mrs. Right to fall from heaven. 

Alternatives abound, from personal ads to 
'" Ji computenmatchrnakers to chatlines and cha- 
trobrns, , but most agree, nothing beats the 
chemistry of a face-to-face meeting. 

Two styles of soulmate-searching have 
' emerged, usually breaking down along gener- 
ational lines. Those over 50 still tend to opt for 
social settings, where they can meet and share 
drinks, dinner and dancing. 

Those under, accustomed to a world of 
institutionalized ADD with 100 channels on 
television, 100-CD changers in their cars and 
millions of Internet web sites a mouse-click 
away, are trying to bring efficiency to dating. 

In Lake County, both styles of match- 
making are available. For those in a hurry, a.

About a year-and-a-half ago; Warwick 
Greville brought his own non-sectarian ver- 
sion of marathon'.dating to the Chicago area. 
Now 35-years-old, Greville had tried eight- 
minute dating, and found, the exposure to 
eight people in a session was not enough. 

"I wanted more exposure," he said. "I 
found that three minutes was just enough 
time to find out if I wanted to see a person .

with age. For those 20-30 years old, 

the ratio is l-to-2.

Set in the summer and fall of 1944, the 
story unfolds at the rough-and-tumble 
Avenger Field military barracks in Sweetwater, 
Texas, where me

war effort, they had many obstacles to sur- 
mount, from sex discrimination to internal 
sabotage. 

From the outset, the life-like sounds of 
aircraft takeoffs sets the mood for the audi- 
ence, along with the background voice of 
Movie Tone announcer Jeff Lupetin. John 
Culbert controls the lighting with pinpoint 
accuracy, perfectly adding to the isolation in 
the cockpit during flight. 

Meanwhile, the six women characters in 
"Sky Girls" form a homo- 
geneous cross-section of 
'America: Lia Mortensen 
as Jackie Cochran, the 
legendary force, responsi- 
ble for. the WASPs' inception in 1942; Michele 
Graff as Bishop, one-time stunt pilot and 
leader of the latest group of recruits; Jen 
Engstrom as the sharp-tongued Mags from 
Chicago's South Side; Julie Ganey as the 
"mother hen" from Tennessee; Paula Stevens 
as the soft-spoken, awestruck Midwesterner;

Grilled Scallops with Thyme, 
Pumpkin Creamaiid Bacon "Frivolity" 



.2/3 cup dried white haricot or great northern 

beans 

12 large scallops 

1 onion, peeled and stuck with 1 clove 

1 bouquet garni (fresh thyme, parsley and bay 
. leaf) 

Salt 

Pumpkin Cream 

1 onion 

373 raw potato 

5 oz. pumpkin flesh 

1 Tbl. unsalted butter 

Preparation 

The day before you start the recipe, cover the 
haricot beans with cold .water and leave to soak in 
the refrigerator for at least 12 hours. 

Wash the scallops thoroughly under running water. 
Place on plate, cover with plastic wrap and refrigerate. 

To make the haricot beans, rinse the soaked : 
beans In plenty of cold water and place In a 
saucepan with the onion and bouquet garni;, cover 
with water. Bring to a boll and cook until the beans 
are tender, making sure they remain covered with 
water; this will take one to two hours, depending on 
the quality of. the beans and how long they have 
been soaking. Add salt three-fourths of the way 
through the cooking time. Remove from the heat 
and leave the beans In their cooking liquid. 

To make the pumpkin cream, peel and finery 
chop the onion. Peel and thinly slice the potato. Cut 
the pumpkin flesh Into one-in. dice. Put the onion 
and butter In a saucepan and cook over medium . 
heat until the onion Is translucent Add the potato 
and pumpkin, pour In the stock, bring to a boil and 
-cook for 10 minutes.. Add the cream, boil for two 
minutes and remove the pan from the heat Season 
with nutmeg, salt and pepper, press through a fine 
sieve Into a clean saucepan and set aside, 



1/4 cup chicken stock 

Scant cup whipping cream 

Pinch of ground nutmeg 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 

6 thin slices smoked bacon 

1 orange 

14 sprigs thyme 

4 large black olives, pitted 
1 anchovy fillet (optional) 

5 Tbl. extra virgin olive oil 
Ground cayenne pepper 

Preheat the oven to 275 degrees Fahrenheit 

Halve the bacon slices lengthwise, place on a 
rimmed baking sheet and cover with aluminum foil. 
Place another baking sheet on top to keep the bacon 
flat Cook In the oven for 20 minutes, and set aside. 

Scrub the orange under hot water, dry thor- 
oughly and grate one teaspoon of zest 

Pick off the leaves from two thyme sprigs and 
chop finely. Chop the olives and the anchovy fillet, 
If using. Mix with the olive oil, add the grated orange 
.zest and set aside. 

Finishing touches 

Heat a grill or griddle pan. 

Drain the beans, add them to the. pumpkin 
cream and reheat 

Season the scallops with cayenne, salt and 
pepper, and grill for one minute on each side. 
Immediately drain on paper towels. 

Brush the scallops with the olive oil mixture 
and scatter on the diced corals. 

Presentation 

Pour the pumpkin cream and beans over four 
warmed plates. Place three scallops on top, arid 
stick two lengths of bacon vertically into each scal- 
lop. Place a few sprigs of thyme In the center.

(Michael Clarke Duncan) to kill . 
Elektra's father, he's successful, but 
what she sees makes her think that 
DD rather than Bullseye committed 
the murder. She and DD soon bat- v 
de each other, only to have Bullseye 
intercede in a way that could be 
deadly to both Elektra and DD. Of 

.^course, she eventually realizes that, 
her lover Matt is Daredevil. 

If you are a Daredevil comic 
book aficionado, you'll like the film 
better than we did. In talking with 
people that understand the history 
of this character and the major dif- 
ferences between DD and Spider 
Man, the dark, edgy violence and 
sexuality will be appealing. For us, 
going back to the rating board 
twice to get the rating changed 
from R to PG-13 was not enough to 
make this film family friendly in the 
mariner that Spiderman was. 
We "liked" DD but were a little 

, unsettled with the violent nature of 
the film, for the under 10 crowd, 
who are just as anxious to see it as 
the older set. But when it starts out 
with a huge rat running around the 
streets of New York City, we can't - 
complain about the movie not 
being true to the story.

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If you stretch before exercise, have you . 
ever thought about why you are doing it 
and what on earth you are accomplish- 
ing? Do you stretchbecause you are fol- 
lowing your health club manual purporting it 
"warms you up?" Of course you believe it 
because you've probably been told to stretch 
ever since your grade school gym classes. 

Well, according to Bob Gajda, "the indoc- 
trinated notion of stretching is unsafe and inju- 
rious, and the stretching theory is obsolete." 

For those who may never have heard of 
Bob Gajda, he is the consummate expert in 
the area of physical fitness, body develop- 
ment and sports rehabilitation with a nation : 
wide clientele that includes many renowned, 
sports figures. His accomplishments include 
achieving the Triple Crown of fitness, Mr. 
America, Mr. U.SAand Mr. Universe, after 
which he went on to acquire three master's 
degrees and a doctorate in biomechanics. 
Know anybody else who's done all that? 

A few Sundays ago I was privileged to 
attend one of Bob Gajda's tennis workshops 
at the libertyville Tennis and Fitness Club. 
This involved a program designed to help the 
young athletes there enhance their tennis 
performance. One of the things he insisted 
upon is that all former notions about warm- 
up exercise and the idea that stretching 
enhances performance be dispelled. 

According to Gajda, in order to "warm- 
up" the body and increase one's "flexibility," 
the muscles need to be actively contracted. 
That's the exact opposite of the stretching 
exercises we've been taught. Stretching can 
be very dangerous because it actually pushes 
our joints into positions that our muscles 
were never designed to achieve. This can 
result in micn>trauma— small tearing of tis- 
sue. Once this happens, those muscles and 
joints are set up for even more serious

injuries, ACL tears and torn rotator cuffs! 
Ouch! Don't stretch! 

According to Gajda's associate, Jon 
Kabance, a kinesiotherapist who deals pri- 
marily with therapeutic and corrective exer- 
cise programs, "Stretchingdoes not warm 
you up as people think, and stretching can 
cause injury to muscles, tendons and liga- 
ments. I see it all the time." 

Stretching can also have an adverse affect 
on your bones. Bones only move a certain 
distance in relation to each other. If bones 
are taken past these points, they will be rub- 
bing in areas where they should riot be. This 
can cause irritation to the bone and possible 
spurring. Double ouch! 

Dr. Ross Hauser of Oak Park treats sports 
injuries with "prolotherapy" injections to 
help induce the body to heal. Hauser insists 
that in order to not run the risk of injury to 
ligaments and tendons, you should only 
stretch muscles that are already warmed up 
and pliable. 

The bottom line is that if you don't want 
to get hurt, don't stretch. Instead, Gajda's 
D'ROM program— Dynamic Range of 
Movement — offers the athlete or anybody 
involved in any exercise activity a way to 
"warm up properly" without risking injury. 
As a series of movements for the muscles, 
tendons and ligaments that surround the 
joint to control body mass, it provides 
strength and stability while keeping the body 



moving within normal limits. For example, , 
there's forward bending where the body with 
hands placed on the abdomen moves for- 
ward 45 degrees. In bending backward, the 
move is only to 35 degrees. 

The key to optimum flexibility is remain- 
ing within normal limits. Most of what we're 
being told, those figure drawings of stretch 
movements in the health club manuals, are 
not within the body's normal range of move- ■ 
merit. And yes, you can get hurt. Again, don't 



stretch! You can find Gajda's theories in his . 
book, Total Body Training and in his D'ROM 
manuscripts currently being used as a prepa- 
ration program for many team sports.
